{nation in favor of American shipping, 
he would accept the bill then pending 
as a fair recognition of Great Britain's 
treaty rights if two amendments were 
made. One of these was to make 
it certain that only American ships 
exclusively engaged in the coast wise 
trade would be allowed free passage 
through the c.nal. The other waa to 
make it ,lain that the exemption of 
certain American .tolls would consil- 
tute a loss to the American treasury 
and not constitute an additional bur- 
den on the shipping of the world.

The importance of . getermination 
of the question and its relationship to 
the alien land legislation now pending 
in California, Ne: in the fact that as 
that act now stand: before the legis- 
lature, any, alien entitled to apply for 
naturalization may own and _ lea¥e 
Jand in a state, so that a decision 
favorable to the Japanese contention 
would completely defeat the purpose 
of the legislation so far as it might 
be almed at the Japanese.

department labor, 480 indugtrial 
accidents occurred, of which 93 were 
fatal and 387 resulted in serfous in- 
juries. This is 8 more fatal and 13 
fewer non-fatal.accidents than were 
recorded in February. The fecord 
for Marah 1912 was 113 fatal and 356 
non-fatal accidents.

Started by Discovery of a Gunpowder 
Plot There 300 Years Ago by Boys 


Of the many qua‘nt and curtous cu:- 
toms, traditions and privileges pre- 
vailing in Hol'and, none is more extra 
ordinary than a certain privilege that 
has been enjoycd bythe boys of Am- 

‘gterdam for nearly 300 years. 
At a fixed time each year these 
boys gather by the hundred in the 
great square called the Dam, eltuated 
ifn the centre of the city. Each boy 
jhas a drum slung over his shoulder. 
| Facing th's equare is the stock ex- 
| change. and on the occxsion in ques- 
} tion, just as soon as the day’s bus'- 
| ne@s is over, ag many of the boys es 
lean crowd into the building. They 
‘proceed to the door of the excta: ge, 
where pursvant to this odd c st m 
,they arc permitted to march about 
, Singing and beating upon the r drums. 

The origin of this custom, it is seid, 
is as follows: 

One afternoon in the year 1622 a 
crowd of boys playing in the Dam 
lost a ball in the canal that in those 
days skirted one side of the square. 
One of the lads, while climbing in 
among the pi'es on which the building 

i stood, found, instead of bis ball, a 
boat mmored in a dark corner and 
loaded with boxes of gunpowder. Th's 
showed clearly enough what was af- 
terward ascertained with certainty, 
the intention of Spanish conspirators 
to blow up the stock exchange while 
{t was crowded, as it was every day, 
with the leading citizens of the city. 
{| The boy who stumbled upon the 
gunpowder at once hurried to the 
town authorities with the news. The 
boatload of explosives was quietly 
sunk in the canal and’the Spzni:h pl-t 
thus frustrated. 

When thé burgesses asked the boy 
what reward he desired fcr the ser ice 
he had rendered the town he rep ic@

PRECIOUS ASHES 


Radium Burned in Grate by Accident 
and Mixed With Cinders 


A firm of Birmingham chemists un- 
dertook a delicate task—that of re- 
covering from some ashes about $500 
worth of radium. This substance is 
frequently used for the treatment of 
akin diseazes by private practiticners, 
who hire the precious mineral. It is 
contained in what is known as an ap 
plicator. 

A doctor having removed from a pa- 
tlent's body the applicator and surgt- 
cal dressings, inadvertently threw 
them both on to the bedroom fire. The 
doctor, much distressed, hastened to 
direct that posession should be taken 
of all the ashes from the fireplace, 
and this was done at once. The cin- 
ders, contained in @ cardboard box. 
weighed about two pounds ard it was 
found by scientific investigation that 
they were radioactive. The method 
of recovering the radium {s very slow 
as all the ashes have.to be ued 
to powder by slow ignition in oxygen, 
but eventually it is hoped to regain 
about half of the precious stuff.
